U.S. Ousts 
War Chiefs 
Who Failed 


Cost of Breakthrough 
In American Lives 
To Be Told Thursday 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(UP) 
A “number” of U. S. Army com- 
manders have been ousted from 
their battlefront commands for 
failing to meet performance stand- 
ards, it was revealed today by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson, who an- 
nounced simultaneously that the 
nation probably will be told next 
Thurtday what the recent German 
breakthrough cost in American 
lives. 

He declined to disclose when or 
where the command shakeups oc- 
curred or the rang of officers in- 
volved. It was "iceuaad, how: 
ever, that most of the actions in- 
volved the European theater and 
possibly resulted from the German 
offensive. 

HIGHEST STANDARDS 

“It is the policy of the- War De- 
partment,” he said, “to demand 
the very highest standards of per- 
formance from the Army’s com- 
manders. A number of command- 
ers have been relieved because of 
this demand. 

“However, such removals may 
mean that the abilities of the offi- 
cers did not suit their particular 
assignments, and the men may be 
placed at other duties to which 
they are better fitted.” 

His statement was prompted by 
questions whether any command- 
ers other than Ma}. Gen. Lindsay 
McDonald Silvester had been re- 
moved from combat mmands.

The report- 
ing of casualty figures is a duty 
which reaches back to the small 
individual units in the field, and 
these units have had their hands 
full in stopping a German drive 
and turning it into an Allied at- 
tack.” 

Regarding the Fhilippines cam- 
paign, he warned that American 
forces on Luzon face a hard cam- 
paign despite the ease of their ini- 
tial landings, but that the eventual 
benefits of occupying Luzon will 
more than offset the cost.

‘PHONY’ SUNSHINE 
RESULT OF SMOKE 


Smoke, confined to the low- 
er layers of atmosphere over 
the city, cast an eerie glow 
on pedestrians in downtown 
Atlanta yesterday.

Can't Hold Longer, Cries Defender 
Of Budapest as Soviets Close In 


LONDON, Friday, Jan. 12.—* 
(UP)—Flame-throwing Soviet 
tanks and infantry have advanc- 
ed-a mile and one-half through a 
heavy snowstorm into Budapest. 
occupying the entire northeastern 
part of the capita!, and the Ger- 
man commander has radioed an 
urgent plea for immediate aid. 

“It is impossible to hold out any 
longer.” he messaged his superior 
officers yesterday, the Moscow ra- 
dio reported 

West and northwest of the cap- 
ital, however, the Red army held 
in check all Nazi parizer efforts 
to break through to the relief of 
the Nazi garrison in the Hunga- 
rian capital.

PHILIPPINE KITES - 
HELP U. S. LANDING 


GENERAL MACARTHUR’S 
HEADQUARTERS, LUZON, 
Jan. 11.—(UP)—The welcome 
by Filipinos to the American 
invaders of Luzon is not mere 
ly a gesture. At one village 
along the Lingayen beach the 
people sent up kites just be- 
fore our landing, with “no 
Japanese here” written on 
placards attached to the tails. 
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Driving into Pest, eastern half 
of the city, from the northern 
suburb of Ujpest, the Russians 
captured the rail station of Ra- 
kosi in a one-mile overnight ad- 
vance that won them 150 city 
blocks, Moscow said. 

Capturing more than 1,000 ene- 
my prisoners in the city, the 
Russians also took a freight sta- 
tion, a machine tool plant and two 
German army barracks. The So- 
viets were within one and one- 
half miles of the Hungarian par- 
liament building.

Komarno lies on the north 
bank of the Danube. On the south 
bank, the Germans. continued 
their panzer attacks in an at- 
tempt to break through to Buda- 
pest from Esztergom, 19 miles to 
the northwest.

Strasbourg Is Pawn 


In Battle of Morale 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 


AEF, Friday, Jan. 12.—(UP)— 


American, British and French political pressugye won out over mili- 
tary dictates when the Germans launched a strong offensive in Alsace 
on New Year’s Eve, and it was decided to hold Strasbourg and adija- 
cent territory rather than make a withdrawal, thus protecting French 
and Alsatian morale, it was disclosed today. 


The military and political situa-* 


tion was so tremendous that Prime 
Minister Churchill, also represent- 
ing President Roosevelt and Gen. 
De Gaulle, dramatically arrived at 
the headquarters of Gen. Ejisen- 
hower Jan. 3 to discuss the crisis. 
Churchill was accompanied by 
Sir Alan Brooke, British chief of 
staff. 

It was believed Gen. Pierre Juin, 
French chief of staff, sat in on the 
conferences and presented the 
French viewpoint—a reluctance to 
give up French territory because 
of the effect such a move would 
have on the morale of liberated 
Alsatians, the French public and 
the French Army, 

The Nazt diversionary offensive 
in Alsace was aimed at what 
would have been a great victory 
for German morale—the retaking 
of terrjtory which they consider- 
ed an integral part of the Reich. 
This included the biggest Alsatian 
»city of Strasbourg, still threaten- 
ed by the Germans.

One man, whose lips were | 
puffed and bruised and whose 
trembling attested to the brutality 
he suffered at the hands of the 
Nazis, related how 14 of his fel- 
low villagers were shot down in 
cold blood and 235 others im- 
prisoned without food in an un- 
heated cellar for four days while 
the Germans made off with many 
of their wives and daughters. 

In addition, he said he had seen 
six helpless American soldier pris- 
oners stripped of their uniforms in 
subfreezing weather and merci- 
lessly mowed down by German 
machinegun fire. 

When the 84th and Second Ar- 
mored Divisions took strategically 
important Odeigne three days ago 
‘Sgt. Harry Johnston, Houston, 
Texas, found the bodies of six vic- 
tims of German atrocity slayings 
packed in straw and pyramided 
into a funeral pyre. Apparently 
the Germans, retreating in haste 
before the rapid American ad- 
vance, had no chance to set it 
afire. 

Pvt. Joseph Gorczca said he was | 
ene of a group of the six soldiers 
stripped naked and machinegun- 
ned in a snow-covered field.

He insisted that the real solu- 
tion is national service legisla- 
tion. 

The secretary’s explanation of 
the new manpower stringency was 
given while Col. Francis V. Kees- 
ling Jr., testifying on “work or 
fight” legislation, was telling the 
House Military Committee where 
selective service plans to get 900,- 
000 young men for the armed 
forces by July 1. 

January and February draft 
calls, Keeslin testified, will be 
112,000 each—80,000 for the Army 
and 32,000 for the Navy—with the 
Army quota going up to 100,000 
for the following four months to 
make the monthly total 132,000. 

That builds up a six-months’ 
draft total of about 750,000 with 
the remainder of the 900,000 ex- 
pected to come from enlistments 
of youths in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. 

It is planned to make up the 
draft totals, Keesling said, as fol- 
lows: 240,000 youths becoming 18 
years old; 180,000 men now clas- 
sified 1A; 330,000 men not over 
38 and holding industrial and 
farm deferments.

His annual report to the general 
assembly also listed grants from

Other income, including grants 
from counties, donations, earnings 


and rents, lifted the state’s total 
revenue receipts to $90,389,000. In 
the previous year the total was 
$84,156,000. 

In the redistribution of funds 
the largest amount, $18,024,000, or 
30.4 per cent, went to the common 
schools. The highway department 
received $10,137,000 or 16.9 per 
cent, and the third largest sum,

With the penny lodged in her 
esophagus, little Barbara Anne 
Jones was rushed here from her 
home in Murphy, N. C., late last 
night for the removal operation at 
th. Ponce de Leon Eye, Ear and 
Nose Infirmary. The only medi- 
cal magnet used j the south is lo- 
cate. there. 

A Georgia state patrol car was 
gent to Blue Ridge to bring the 
little girl and her father, Claude 
Jone., to Atlanta. A friend rush- 
ed the father and daughter from 
Murphy to the Georgia town. The 
125-mile trip between Murphy 
and this city was made in an 
hour and 55 mirutes, the patrol!

Poised in readiness to extract 
the coin, the magnet was placed 
on the instrument table along with 
an esophaguscope, an elongated 
surgical device long used to re- 
move foreign bodies from. the 
stomach and stomach tube. 

Quickly locating the coin, the 
physician saw that it was of a 
pre-war make. Oniy the new war- 
time pennies are magnetizable.

grant a 55-cent minimum wage to 
northern and southern textile 
workers, accompanied by a five- 
cent hourly increase.

In the southern mills involved in 
the case, the minimum ranged be- 
tween 40 and 50 cents with the 
average straight time earnings 
somewhere between 44.9 and 59.1 
cents.

‘Report on China’ 
Sees Ruin Unless 
Factions Unite 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(UP) 
Failure to unite all political fac- 
tions in China — the central 
Chungking government, the Chi- 
nese Communists and the inde- 
pendent war lords—will ruin all 
chances of establishing a strong 
China and will jeopardize world 
as well as Asiatic peace, the Of. 
fice of War Information said to- 
night. 

Continued political and geo- 
graphical disunity after liberation 
from the Japanese also may pre- 
cipitaté a recurrence of the old 
internecine conflict, the OWI said. 

The statements were made in a 
10,000-word “report on China” 
based on information supplied 
by the State, War and Navy De- 
partments and the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration. It was an 
amazingly comprehensive ~ and 
candid analysis of China’s mili- 
tary, political and economic prob- 
lems and marked the first time a 
U. S. government agency has. so 
dissected and interpreted the in- 
ternal and external policies of 
another sovereign nation. 

Much of the material appeared 
to be based on information which 
Donald M. Nelson, ‘the President’s 
personal representative, brought 
back from China,

The Japanese still may strike 
boldly westward deep into Chine 
despite the American landing on 
Luzon, Maj. Gen, Albert C. Wede- 
meyer, U. S. China theater com- 
mander, has declared. 

The Japanese now must decide, 
the general said yesterday, wheth- 
er they have time to consolidate 
further in China or whether they 
may now be struck quickly in the 
rear from Luzon, 

Superforts, again demonstrating 
their seven-league boots, yesterday 
scourged the great naval base of 
Singapore and vexed Tokyo with 
a few fire bombs. 

A “medium force,” an expression 
indicating about 40 B-29s, roared 
in from India to plaster the tip of 
the Malay peninsula with “good 
results,” the War Department an- 
nounced. Georgetown harbor on 
Penang island, of the west coast 
of the peninsuia, was also hit. 

A Pearl Harbor communique 
yesterday reported Army Liber- 
ators Monday raided Iwo Jima, 
often-hit Japanese airbase in the 
Volcanos south of Tokyo. Suri- 
bachi on Paramushiro in the Ku- 
riles was bombed Tuesday by 
Aleutian-based Liberators of the 
lith AAF.

The important Tokyo newspa- 
per Asahi editorially called upon

MOP UP BURMA BASE 

British imperial troops in Bur- 
ma have completed the occupation 
of Shwebo, the last big Japanese 
strongpoint north of Mandalay. 
Shwebo, 46 miles north of Man- 
dalay, was entered Sunday by In. 
dian troops. British 14th Army 
units have advanced south of the 
town, a communique said. 

“If they think they have time, 
they might try to take Kunming 
and perhaps Chungking,” Wede- 
-meyer said, of the Jap threat to 
China. 

Kunming, strategic junction city 
in southwest China, is 400 miles 
inland from the Gulf of Tonkin, 
while the capital lies 600 miles 


land from the China coast neat 
Hongkong. 

The Japanese still have strong 
offensive capabilities, Wedemeyer 
said, but he addéd that China's 
defensive position had improved. 
The enemy knows that any future 
American effort in China will be 
more than a “pinprick”, and there- 
fore he is not going to turn his 
back to the east coast, the gen- 
eral said.

The Georgia legislature, after unanimous house passage of a 
$4,348,000 additional educational appropriation, has turned its eyes 
en preparations for taking adequate care of returning war veterans. 


Three veterans’ bills were pre- 
sented in the two houses yester- 
day, and administrative leaders 
said measures would be intro- 
duced next week to set up state 
machinery for administering fed- 
eral “GI” benefits. A bill is to be 
intreduced establishing a veterans’ 
se-vice board, replacing the pres- 
ent one-man directorship. And 
the veterans committee of the 
house and senate has under study 
a recommendation that a State 
Veterans’ Authority—similar to 
the State Hospital Authority—be 
created with power to borrow and 
lend money to veterans. 

Senate and house veterans’ af- 
fairs committees have indicated 
approval of creation of a consti- 
tutional veterans’ service board, 
tc keep administration of veter- 
ans’ benefits from becoming a po- 
litical football. 

Senate Chairman Guy Stone, of 
Glenwood, and House Chairman 
Olin Price Jr., of Athens, yester- 
day indicated their committees 
would ‘go along in complete har- 
mony with Gov. Arnall’s veterans 
program. 

Sen. Stone said there may be 
one or two minor changes in the 
wordage of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment establishing a 
department of veterans’ - service, 
but he felt his committee would 
indorse the proposal in principle. 

Stone ‘and Price were emphatic 
in stating they believed their com- 
mittees would be guided largely 
by the recommendations of the 
State Veterans’ Service Council. 
This council] is composed of all the 
leading veterans’ organizations in 
Georgia.

70-DAY RULE 

When the 70 days are consumed, 
either in a single session or in sev- 
eral sessions, however, they cannot 
return except in extraordinary 
session. This must be called by the 
Governor, or by. petition of two- 
thirds of the legislature. 

The house sent to the -senate 
measures on teachers’ pay and re- 
tirement appropriations. The reso- 
lution to pay teachers for an ex- 
tra two months this year, and to 
set up $100,000 for a trades school 
program Snd $100,000 for a rural 
library program, was passed, 176 
to 0.

Upon reaching 
the age of 70, a superior court 
judge with 10 years’ continuous 
service could become a “superior 
court judge emeritus” and receive 
two-thirds of his average salary for 
life. He could retire at the age 
of 65 if he had 20 years’ continu- 
ous service. 

KEROSENE TAX LIMIT 

Speaker Harris introduced a bill 
to limit the state tax on kerosene 
to 6 cents a gallon.

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The 4-Fs Are Ready To Serve 


‘The 4-F's should not be singled out for 
vicious condemnation. I do not know one 
man classified as 4-F who would not prefer 
to be in the armed forces.” ' 


With this statement, Sen. Edwin A. 
Johnson, Democrat, of Colorado, has en- 
deared himself in the appreciative—if 
‘sometimes ailing—hearts of several million 
American young men on whom Selective 
Service has pinned the opprobrious tag 
“a7” 


It is, we hasten to add, no fault of 
Selective Service that the draft category 
set aside for those rejected by the armed 
services has come to be used as a term 
of derision. It is the fault of hasty human 
nature which all too frequently has not 
stopped to consider that 4-F's are not so 
by their own volition or making, that most 
men who have been disqualified from mili- 


tary service by reason of physical dis- 


. ability are patriotic Americans who deep- 


ly regret their inability to serve. 


There are,.to be sure, some 4-Fs who 
have taken advantage of their status to ac- 
cept lucrative work in nonessential fields. 
But for every one of these, there are 
countless others who, often at a financial 
sacrifice, have found jobs in vital war 
work. They have bought bonds, given 
blood, served in civilian defense, aided in 
the various salvage campaigns and done’ 
everything else to contribute in whatever 
way left open for them. 


They will welcome enactment of a na- 
tional service law. They are tired of being 
stigmatized with the 4-F appellation and 
are eager to answer their country’s call 
and serve in whatever capacity the nation 
needs them. 


Tennessee Seeks Higher Bracket Talent 


The first bill introduced in the Tennes- 
see assembly sought to increase the Gover- 
nor’s salary to $15,000 a year. 


The bill, amended to make the execu- 
tive remuneration $8,000 a year, was 
passed on yesterday and goes immediate- 
ly to the Governor, who has promised to 
sign it promptly so that it will take effect 
next Tuesday, the day his successor—Gov- 
ernor-elect Jim McCord<—takes office. 
McCord, incidentally, gave up a place in 
congress, where he received $10,000 a year, 
to take the gubernatorial job. 


Tennessee has been paying its chief ex- 
ecutive the relatively small sum of $4,000 
per annum but has found from sad ex- 
perience that it has been getting just about 
what it paid for. 


The Cost of War in 1944 


1944 was a good year, militarily speak- 
ing, for the United States. 


We enjoyed, right up until the last few 
days of the year, a string of unbroken 
triumphs. 


The million-odd D-Day casualties which 
many a qualified expert predicted did not 
materiaiize. With surprising ease and rela- 
tively few losses we landed on the Nor- 
mandy beaches, broke out of the Cher- 
bourg peninsula and streaked across 
France and Belgium with a speed unprece- 
dented in the brief annals of blitz warfare. 


Similarly, in the Pacific, our successes 
exceeded the wildest expectancies. *One 
after another, island bases fell to our gal- 
Jants, one after another, Jap garrisons were 
eliminated or left to die on the vine. Vic- 
tory piled on victory and long before the 
end of 1°44, Gen. MacArthur had made 
good his pledge to return to the Philip- 


pines. 
Yes, it was a good year, 1944, from a 


military viewpoint. 1945, to be sure, 
found V-E Day still around the corner. 


Here in Georgia, where for years has 
been growing the realization that the 
$7,500 annual salary paid here is far from 
commeénsurate compensation for the high 
caliber men we hope to attract to the 
office, a similar move is under way. 


Under Paragraph 1, Section 1 of Arti- 
cle 5 of the proposed revised constitution 
of Georgia, it is stipulated that after Jan- 
uary 1, 1947—when the present term ex- 
pires—the salary of the Governor “shall 
be $12,000 per annum until otherwise pro- 
vided by a law passed by a majority vote 
of both branches of the general assembly.” 


It is an excellent change, one the legis- 
lature should approve and the people 


ratify. 


And yet, survéying the record, we had 
undoubtedly done well. 


But we paid, however relatively light 
our losses, a terrible price for our °44 


victories. 


Announced war casualties for the year 
totaled 495,052 ... and that only in- 
cludes casualties reported to the War and 
Navy Departments through December 14. 
The toll of those last two dreadful weeks 
when American boys paid with their lives 
to slow the onslaught of the Nazi jugger- 
naut is yet forthcoming. 495,052 is just 
the total up until December 15. It in- 
cludes 82,634 dead, 94,261 missing or cap- 
tured an. 318,157 wounded. 


Add to this ‘terrible toll the cost in 
money—total war expenditures during 
1944 reached the sum of 89 billion, 326 
million dollars—and you begin to get some 
idea of the price, in humanity and re- 
sources, of our 1944 triumphs. 


1944 was a good year for the United 
States, militarily speaking. But an ex- 
tremely costly one nevertheless. |

for additional personnel to fill federal jobs 
in this area. The immediate recruiting of 
more than 14,000 workers in every classi- 
fication—administrative, professional and 
technical; stenographers and clerical; 


skilled and unskilled—is of vital import to 
the war effort. Many of the jobs are for 
civilian workers with the Army and Navy 
and it is urgent that these be filled. In- 
terested persons should contact local civil 
service representatives in their home 
locality.

Freight Rate Fight 
Old Atlanta Story 


That injustices in the form of unfair rail- 
ne ai road freight rates is an old experience for At- 
Ts sd lanta is revealed in studies made by the At- 
lanta Historical Society. Ruth Blair, secretary of that important 
and invaluable organization, recently showed me the outline of a 
fact story she got from ‘“‘Reed’s History of Atlanta,” descri®ing a 
freight rate fight as long ago as the 1850s. - 

That fight, however, seems to have been directly between At- 
lanta merchants and shippers on the one hand and the railroads 
on the other. The roads, it was charged, discriminated against this 
city in favor of other cities such as Savannah, Augusta, Macon, 
Columbus, Montgomery, Knoxville, Nashville, Memphis, etc. 

A different fight, it will be seen, than that of today when the 
southeastern states are seeking to bring an end against sectional 
injustice, involved in freight rates that give unfair advantage to 
the north and east, over the southeast and west. 


. : One complaint made by Atlanta in 
Ancient Complaints those days of approximately a cen- 
tury ago, was that the passenger schedules did not give passengers 
time, even, to eat here, let alone trade. A large proportion of 
trains, it was said, passed through the city at night, without stop- 
ping, although they would stop at neighboring cities, in the day- 
time, for two to four hours. 

Because of excessive freight rates for this city, it was said that 
the business of the Atlanta depot dropped, in 1858, to 35 per cent 
less than ‘what it was in 1857. Yet the railroads did as much busi- 
ness, for the entire region, in one year as in the other. 

Some disparities—it)was stated that goods such as hides, fruits, 
coffee, which were chg@rged according to weight, had to pay, com- 
ing to Atlanta from the seaboard, from $2 to $2.50 per 100 pounds, 
whereas the same type of goods were carried to Knoxville for $1.18 
per 100 pounds, to Nashville for $1.25 and to Memphis for $1.57. 
Many other articles had to pay 60 per cent more for freighting 
into Atlanta than into other cities. 

On goods shipped into Atlanta from northern cities, it was 
estimated rates to Atlanta averaged about 100 per cent more than 
to other southern cities. 

The reason, businessmen here said, was that other cities con- 
trolled one or more of the railroad lines entering them, thus pro- 
viding competition between, roads, whereas Atlanta had no word 
to say in the control of any of the numerous railroads that passed 


through her yards. 


4 It was at this time the Georgia Rail- 
Campaign for Road road & Banking Company was plan- 
ning to build the Air Line Railroad, which would make connec- 
tion with roads from New Orleans, South Carolina and Virginia. 
There was opposition to the building plan, on the ground it would 
simply add one more to the roads milking Atlanta freight rate 
resources. Instead, it was suggested the city itself finance and 
build the road, thus controlling and gaining a check upon the 
rapacious policy of the other roads. 

An attempt was made in 1860 to organize a mercantile asso- 
ciation, chiefly to undertake such matters as the financing of the 
proposed railroad. On Feb. 24, 1860, Atlanta merchants met in 
the then luxurious Atheneum theater on Decatur street and or- 
ganized. A committee drafted the organization’s constitution. 
Another was created to investigate discrimination against the city 
in freight rates. It is interesting that the chairman of this com- 
mittee, Sidney Root, was by origin a northern man. 

On March 6, 1860, the first. Chamber of Commerce was or- 
ganized, with Green B, Haygood in the chair. That summer the 
new chamber investigated the freight rate situation and con- 
sidered best possible remedies. But the approaching War Between 
the States ended such work, at least for the time being. 

By the time Atlanta was rebuilt and sufficiently recovered to 
again fight for her freight rates justice, the problem was no longer 
one between rival southern cities, but one between sections, with 
the north and east using the freight rate advantages they enjoyed 
to try and keep the south in the status of colonial producer of raw 
materials, while the east and the north waxed rich on the in- 
dustry thus concentrated there. . 

It is a fascinating story, the long story of freight rates in At- 
lanta and the southeast. 

And never did the Atlanta Historical Society serve better pur- 
pose or find itself in position to do valuable service for the city, 
the state and the south than. in its opportunity to discover and 
reveal all the details of that long and absorbing struggle.

Evaluates 
FDR Commitment 


WASHINGTON.—For those who have been 
too quick to criticize British and American po 
litical activities in Greece and other liberated 

countries of Europe, President Roosevelt has givén a concise state 
ment of our policy with respect to the freedom of those peoples 
to select a government of their own choosing after the war. 

In his report to the new congress on the state of the Union, 
Mr. Roosevelt seemed to say that we are not so much concerned 
with the type of government these liberated peoples may set up 
for themselves as we are in seeing that they are given a free choice 


in the selection. ! 

The President evidently had the Greek situation in mind wh 
he said the present moment, with the war emergency still upon us, 
is no time for such a free chéice. 

He has aptly stated that “with internal dissension, with many 
citizens of liberated countries still prisoners of war or forced te 
labor in Germany, it is difficult to guess the kind of self-govern- 
ment the people really want.” 

While the war is still with us, or “until conditions permit a 
genuine expression of the people’s will,” he added, “we and our 
allies have a duty, ich we cannot ignore, to use our influence 
to the end that no temporary or provisional authorities in the lib- 
erated countries block the eventual exercise of the ple’s right 
freely to choose the government and institutions under which, as 
freemen, they are to live.” 

The President made another point which has heretofore not 
been taken into account by the critics. It was to the effect that 
we have obligations, “not necessarily legal,” to the exiled govern- 
ments and to the underground leaders in these liberated countries 
with respect to our treatment of them. 

These obligations and commitments, it is reasonable to assume, 
were made before we cha the Nazis out, and we are under @ 
certin duty to carry them out until the people themsélves can be 
given a free choice in the selection‘of their own governments. 
Status Quo Reduced to its simpliest equation, the President's 

statement means only that we are determined té 
maintain the status quo in thé liberated countries until the war is 
over, continuing to recognize the govérnments and leaders we 
found it profitable to deal with during thé period of liberation. 

After the emergency is ended, we will no doubt wash eur hands 
of any interference in their internal affairs, leaving it to them to 
make whatever choice in the form of government they desire, but 
seeing to it that they have a free choice in the exercise of this right. 

Nothing, it seems, could be fairer. Any variation in the policy 
to permit an immediate determination by the peoples of these coun- 
tries as they are liberated would only give rise to an invitation 
for a repetition of what is happening in Greece. 

There dissension broke out among the people over who was to 
rule and civil war has been raging ever since. The British had 
to rush their own troops to the country to maintain order. 

The same condition was threatened in France and the Low 
Countries after we forced the Germans out. The people of these 
countries have been put to so many trials during the long od 
of Nazi occupation that they evidently are in a frame 6f te 
fight even among themselves, having been disarmed and not al- 
lowed to fight the Germans while they were there. 

The President 7 ane ee eee oar Oar perpees. & 
to maintain order unti] the war emergency has passed. e cannot 

rmit dissenting groups to plunge these areas into civil strife over 

litical questions while the task remains of defeating the Germans. 

Where there is any room for criticism in a policy of that kind 
it is difficult to see. 

When the war is over we are perfectly willing for them te set 
up any forms of government they choose, with the people given 
complete freedom of action in the choice. But until thén they will 
have to continue under the regimes we have reengnized and have 
been dealing with. 

That is what the statement of 
on the question reduces itself to.

Roosevelt's message to congress, which attracted

generally, was nevertheless most 


gratifying to quite a number of people in congress and the govern- 
ment concerned with a major postwar economic problem. 


It reads: 

“We must make sure that pri- 
vate enterprise works as it is sup- 
posed to work—on the basis of in- 
itative and vigorous competition, 
without the stifling presence of 
monopolies and cartels.” 

The groundwork for a campaign 
to enlist American business and 
the public in support of moves 
to outlaw carte!s, those interna- 
tional monopoli¢s which - stifle 
trade and free enterprise, is being 
laid in special committees of con- 
gress—the small business commit- 
tees of both houses and the Kilgore 
Committees of toth houses and 
the Kilgore Committee in the 
senate. 

Available to them is the com- 
prehensive story of the operation 
of these giant international monop- 
olies dug out over the last several 
vears by the antitrust division of 
the Justice Department, first un- 
der the direction of Thurmon 
Arnold and later under the pres- 
ent head of that division, Wendell 
Berge. 

In a series of antitrust suits— 
of which there are still more to 
come—it was revealed how these 
private international monopolies— 
operating beyond the pale of law, 
so to speak—handicapped our 
preparation for war by restricting 
and cornering strategic materials 
of all sorts, so that we were faced 
with crippling shortages. This 
was a well-planned phase of the 
Nazi war program. 

They can be dangerous, similar- 
lv, after the war. They threaten 
al] the plans now being discusssed 
so hopefully for freedom of com- 
merce, for access to raw materials. 

Businessmen have become aware 
of this threat to free enterprise, 
it is indicated, when even the Na. 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers condemns cartels. There are 
ether signs of an awakening 
smong businessmen. 


noticeable lately there is begin- 
ning to creep in a tendency to 
rationalize, to compromise. It is 
cropping up in propaganda stress- 
ing the difficulties of doing away 
with cartels. This is dangerous. 

There is much being said and 
written these days about. the 
spread of totalitarianism through 
planned economies, with emphasis 
on the danger in this country. 
What is not always realized is that 
international monopolies, with 
their restrictions, also beget mon- 
opolies and restrictions within in- 
dividual countries, calling for all 
sorts of regulations of domestic 
economy. This promotes and has- 
tens a completely planned econ- 
omy. 

There were two developments 
toward this end in the ‘'20’s and 
the °30’s, in which, incidentally, 
were the seeds of the war. There 
was the rise of nationalism, with 
nations raising trade _ barriers 
against one another, so that each 
in trying to live to itself neces- 
sarily had to plan its economy. At 
the same time, there were the re- 
strictive cartel agreements among 
big business enterprises across na- 
tion’s borders which, in the case 
of Germany, were fitted right into 
the national economy with gov- 
ernment backing. Both develop- 
ments stifled trade and enterprise, 
requiring each nation to regulate 
its domestic economy more closely. 

That happened in this country 
under the New Deal, as it happen- 
ed elsewhere. 

Continuation of monopolies and 
cartels will only mean the contin- 
|uation of this process, as President 
Roosevelt recognized in touching 
upon this subject in his message 
to congress, Businessmen often are 
inclined to overlook this in the 
temptation to enter restrictive 
agreements which make their op- 
erations easier by eliminating 
competition.

Byrd Polar Equipment Recovered in Argentina

WASHINGTON, — Federal de- 
partments in Washington have be-

A chance discovery by a fed- 
eral scientist visiting in Buenos 
Aires prior to the severance of 
diplematic relations with Argen- 
tina gave Washington its first 
word that the Argentine gunboat 
Primero de Mayo had put a land- 
ing party ashore at the abandon- 
ed American base in February, 
1943, and removed a quantity of 
material found there. 

Some three months later, a cu- 
rator of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, was visiting a museum in 
Buenos Aires when he noticed 
a marine dredge used to scoop up 
biological specimens from the bot- 
tom of the sea. It was the dredge 
the Smithsonian had lent the ex- 
pendition, and was part of the 
equipment left behind at the base. 


This discovery instituted a se 
ries of diplomatic inquiries be- 
tween the Interior Department’s 
division of territories and island 
possessions, under whose auspices 
the 1939-1941 expedition was or- 
ganized, our State Department 
representatives and the Argentine 
foreign office, which communi- 
cated with its navy department. 


Also anxious to clear up the 
matter was Cmdr. Finn Ronne, U. 
S. N. R., second in command at 
the east base, who felt a@ person- 
al responsibilit 
tioned in Wash 


gton. He started

them through to a successful con-

Byrd, commanding officer of the 
e pedition, was on Navy duty 
elsewhere. 


Diplomatic relations with Ar- 
gentina were none too cordial at 
the time, and only the most eau- 
tious inquiries were made, always 
through formal channels. It was 
learned unofficially, however, 
that the gunboat stayed only two 
days alongside the desolate coast 
of the Palmer peninsula, depart- 
ing in haste because the sea was 
rough and bad weather threaten- 
ed to c ose the ice pack. 


Two years before the Argentine 
visit when the same ice pack 
threatened to close for another 
year or even two years, the 26 
men at the east base packed and 
catalogued the equipment they 
were forced to leave behind and 
at that time narrowly escaped in 
two flights of an old ski-shod 
Condon plane which landed them 
on an icy plateau. The supply 
ship Bear stood by in a freshen- 
ing winter gale. ; 


Before the North American ex- 
plorers left, however, they tagged 
the most valuable portable equip- 
ment, both federally owned and 
personal, with return addresses 
and the request that any finder 
forward it with transpotration ex- 
penses collect. .It was said un- 
officially in Argentina that the 
instructions were carried out as 
far as possible. 


Material which could be moved 
quickly was taken aboard the gun- 
boat. The bottom dredge, it was 
said, was similar to the one lost 
by an Argentine scientific party, 
and it was felt the messages found 
at the base gave permission to re- 
place this loss with the American 
product. 


The other material was packed 
in 26 cases and stored in a Buenos 
Aires warehouse where it remain- 
ed for the next 18 months. During 
that period several unsuccessful 
inquiries were made for its trans- 
fer to the United States. 

It was learned, however, that 
with the aid and through the co- 
operation of the Argentine Navy, 
the cases were loaded aboard a 
New York-bound (freighter at 
Buenos Aires last October, and 
transmitted via a naval supply 
depot in New York to the Interior 
Department here, where Mrs. Ruth 
Hampton, assistant director of the 


possessions, with Cmdr. Ronne, 
are having the Scientific equip 
ment and personal properties dis- 
tributed. 

When congress appropriated 
$350,000 for the important ex- 
ploration, the expedition was au- 
thorized to draw on service per-

The equipment left at east base 
included many valuable precision 
instruments; a modern, compact 
radio transmitter, along with radio 
parts; meteorological instruments, 
transmits, sextants, magnetic com- 
passes, artificial horizons, instru- 
ments for magnetic measurements, 
binoculars, cameras and photo 
graphic supplies and the like. 


The buildings, said to have been 
found in excellent condition, also 
contained precision tool sets, a ma- 
chine and electrical shop, carpen- 
try shop and a quantity of biolozgi- 
cal specimens, including penguin, 
seal and bird skins collected for 
the national museum. 


Departments which had lent 
equipment included interior, 
Smithsonian institution, naval ob- 
servatory, the Army engineers, the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, the 
Weather Bureau, the Hydrographic 
Office and various others. 


Personal effects of various mem- 
bers of the east base personnel 
were returned, including those of 
Capt. Carl Eklund, now of the 
Army Air Forces, Cmdr. Ronne, 
of the Bureau of Ships, Navy De- 
partment; Lt. Arthur Carroll, Don- 
ald Hilton, Clarence Steele and 
others. 

It was a great disappointment to 
Cmdr. Ronne when he failed to 
find, in his personal effects, a 
rock requested by Radio Com- 
mentator Lowell Thomas which 
was destined to be a part of his 
famous fireplace, “The History of 
Ages,” constructed in his home at 
Pawling, N. Y. 

The Antarctic effects they left 
behind them so long ago and so 
far away recalled to them, the 
84 days Cmdr.

On Sports Asked

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(#)—There were indications today that 
War Mobilizer Jimmy Byrnes will soon be asked to make a definite 
overall decision on what to do with wartime sports. 


Some sources predicted Byrnes 
will find that the most practicable 
solution is to order as tight a gen- 
eral shutdown as that in effect at 
race tracks. 

The request for Byrnes to act is 
expected to come from a Presi- 


dential committee and Office of 


Defense Transportation now study- 
ing the ban on conventions and 
trade shows attended by 50 or 
more persons. 

So many complex problems in 
regard to sports events have been 
brought before the committee, 
headed by J. Monroe Johnson, 
ODT director, that the most satis- 
factory course may be to check the 
entire situation back to Byrnes. 
MAY GO TO WHITE HOUSE 

“If it reaches a point where 
complications can’t be readily 
straightened out, we'll go to the 
White House for a decision on 
sports events,” an ODT source 
said. 

It was emphasized that “in case 
of doubt, the thing to do is can- 
cel,” and that “this thing is very 
serious; nobody’s kidding about 
the war’s pressing needs.” 

Many inquiries received by 
ODT as to whether basketball 
tournaments, track meets. and 
such come under the ban on con- 
ventions, involve complex situa- 
tions. 

“This makes it extremely diffi- 
cult to set out a policy that would 
fit everybody,” the ODT said. 
“As an example, a horseshow in 
some small town is an entirely 
different affair from one in Madi- 
son Square Garden.” 

Byrnes has said that he contem- 
plates no ban on sports ... and 
ODT feels that sports in the main 
have been highly co-operative... 
but some observers see develop- 
ments the past few weeks leaving 
Byrnes no choice wut to order a 
general shutdown, if the whole 
sports problem is tossed back into 
his lap. 

PRESSURE GETS HEAVIER 

Since Byrnes fired a broadside 
at professional athletes for not be- 
ing in the war effort and followed 
up by shutting down the race 
tracks, sports have been crowded 
tighter into a corner by—

Grid Coaches 
Suggest Five 
Rule Changes 


Forward Passing 
Anywhere Behind Line 
Among New Proposals 


By HAROLD HARRISON. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 11.—(/) 
The rules committee of the Na- 
tional College Football Coaches 
Association voted today to recom- 
mend five major changes in the 
collegiate gridiron code. ; 

Of prime importance were pro- 
posals to prohibit the out-of-bounds 
kickoff arid to permit forward 
passing anywhere behind the line 
of scrimmage. 

The coaches’ suggestions will be 
presented to the rules .committee 
of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association when it meets several 
weeks hence. 

Eastern colleges operated during 
the past season under the pro- 
posed forward passing and kick- 
off rules. The Western Conference 
had an a ment among its 
coaches not to kick off out of 
bounds. 

Under the proposed rule a kick- 
off going out of bounds would be 
kicked off again with the kicking 
team being penalized five yards. 

Under present rules forward 
passes may not be thrown closer 
than five yards behind the line of 
scrimmage. - 

SUGGEST USE OF TEE 

The other changes which the 
coaches voted at an all-day session 
to ‘recommend were: 

‘1. To make use of a one-inch 
tee, to be provided by the officials, 
mandatory for kickoffs. 

2. That where the forearm is 
used in blocking, the hand must 
be held against the body, and 
striking in the face with the elbow 
should be prohibited. 

3.:To lessen the severity of the 
penalty for an attempted lateral 
pass which is thrown forward. 
Under the suggested rule there 
would be a five-yard penalty and 
a down from the point where the 
attempted lateral was thrown. 
Present rules call it an ‘uncom- 
pleted forward pass and the ball 
is returned to the line of scrim- 
mage. When a team which did 
not put the ball in play originally 
makes such a miscue it would be 
penalized five yards from where 
the attempted lateral was thrown 
instead of 15 yards as at present. 
CURB_ON STALLING VETOED 

Among the suggestions voted 
down were proposals to allow run- 
ning with a recovered fumble and 
various suggestions designed to 
curb stalling near the ends of the 
halves. 

Among the latter were sugges- 
tions that the second and fourth 
periods be 13 minutes long with 
six plays after that time and that 
games consist of 160 plays; 40 to a 
period.

42Conventions 
Slated Here 
Face Ban 


Approximately 42 conventions 
and conferences, which ordinarily 
would bring more than 15,000 vis- 
itors to Atlanta this year, may be 
affected by an announcement by 
the War Committee on Conven- 
tions from Washington yesterday 
that ordered, ,“‘Any convention, 
conference, trade show, or group 
meeting after Feb. 1, will have to 
show how the war effort would 
suffer if the meetings were not 
held.” 

The announcement was signed 
by Col. J. Monroe Johnson, chair- 
man of the convention committee: 
J. A. Krugg, chairman of the 
WPB; Robert P. Patterson, under 
secretary of war; Ralph A. Bard, 
under secretary of the Navy, and 
Charles M. Hay, deputy chairman 
of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion. 

The committee announced that 
industrial, business, labor, frater- 
nal, professional, religious, civic, 
social and governmental agencies 
are included among those organi- 
zations requiring permits before 
conventions can be held. 


R. H. Clare, special assistant to 
Col. Johnson, was appointed com- 
mittee secretary. Applications for 
convention permits should be sent 
to Clare at the War Committee 
on Conventions, Room 7321, Inter- 
state Commerce Building, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(UP) 
The government tonight ordered 
railroads. to cancel all passenger 
trains, effective March 1, on which 
35 per cent of the seats were not 
occupied during last November 
and instructed them,to discontinue 
immediately seasonal service to 
any resort area. 

The Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation acted to implement War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes’ order last night to curtail 
non-essential railroad schedules to 
éave coal, The Byrnes’ order also 


called for a partial blackout of 
electric sign displays and other 
measures, including reduced heat 
in homes and office buildings— 
all aimed at coal conservation. 
The ODT said suburban and inter- 
urban service are not affected by 
tonight’s order. 

The 35 per cent occupancy for- 
mula will eliminate many branch 
line schedules, Defense Transpor- 
tation Director J. Monroe Johnson 
said, but passenger equipment at- 
tached to branch line freight 
trains will be continued.

Gallup Poll 
Acquitted of 
Political Bias 


WASHINGTON, Jan: 11.—(UP) 
The Gallup Foll was cleared today 
of charges that. political motives 
influenced ite 1944 presidential 
election forecasts, but the scien- 
tific validity of its methods was 
questioned. 

A four-man panel of government 
statisticians found that political 
considerations had nothing to do 
with Dr. George Gallup's , under: 
estimate of President Roosevelt's 
polling strength. 

Gallup, head of the American 
Institute of Public Opinion, pre- 
dicted a smalier popular edge for 
the president than samples indi- 
cated. He explained that an ad- 
justment was made becauge he an- 
ticipated a light vote usually fa- 
vorable to Republican candidates. 

The panel reported that the In- 
stitute “sincerely tried to use scien- 
tific methods in its 1944 election 
polls, and, to achieve greater ac- 
curacy, introduced other non-poll- 
ing indications of party preferene 
which involved use of Scdemnentl 
and interpretation.” 

It questioned the validity of 
making such adjustments and also 
the representative nature of the 
voting cross section canvassed by 
Gallup’s interviewers. 

Commenting on their verdict, 
Gallup said that public opinion 
research was not yet a test tube 
science and pointed out that the

High Taxes Seen 
After War for 


Wage-Earners 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— 
(UP)—A hint that wage-earners. 
will be asked to pay continued 
heavy taxes after the war came 
today from Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau, who said that 
tax rates generally should remain 
high compared with prewar levels. 

He told a news conference that 
he wants to reduce some taxes sub- 
stantially to stimulate business 
expansion, but added that:a strong 
over-all tax structure is necessary 
to liquidate the national debt as 
soon as possible. 

He would not specify what level 
of taxes he would recommend. The 
treasury is working on a postwar 
framework but is not ready to 
disclose what it calls for, he said. 
Details will come from a joint con- 
gressional committee which treas- 
ury officials are consulting. 

He opposed an immediate cut- 
back in taxes after the war end, 
warning that sudden reductions 
may bring economic disruptions 
such as followed World War I. 

Sen. George, Democrat, Georgia, 
chairman of the senate finance 
committee which has. heavy in- 
fluence on tax legislation, said 
that when relief does come it 
should be extended to individuals 
and corporations simultaneously. 

Eccles and George agreed that 
deficit financing @hould be stop- 
ped as soon as possible, Failure 
to do sO may result in calamity, 
George said.
